It was pointed 
out in’ tho discussion which followgd that 
the Government declined to protect owners 
of steamers by making a rensonable time 
limit after tho occurrence of an accident, 
subsequent to which it would not be possi- 
ble to commence any action for damages, nor 
had they mot tha.request of the Chamber 
that the junk owner should furnish security 
for tho dofendant steamship owner's costs 
unless able to prove that he was a residont 
in the Colony and possessed of proporty 
within tho jurisdiction of the Court. 

The Committee decided to record its dis- 
satisfaction with the decision of the Govern- 
ment, and it was agreed to ask the Govern- 
ment. to reconzider the mattor with a view
